AND  HOUSING  COMMITTEE. 

My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  County.  This  report  is  the  twenty-seventh  of  the  series  and  is 
drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  by  circular  1650  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  and  with  the  exception  of  scheme  under  the  Midwives’  Act 
1936  has  been  a  period  of  consolidation  rather  than  of  new  work.  In 
co-operation  with  the  Oxfordshire  Nursing  Federation  the  scheme  for 
domiciliary  midwifery  under  the  Midwives’  Act  1936  came  into  opera¬ 
tion  in  July  and  as  a  result  of  amalgamations  of  certain  districts  and 
some  new  appointments  the  whole  County  is  now  covered  for  the 
purposes  of  midwifery. 

The  infant  mortality  for  the  whole  County  is  again  low,  being  42 
per  1000  net  births,  which  continues  to  compare  very  favourably  with 
that  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  58  for  the  same  period. 

I  wish  particularly  to  draw  attention  to  the  death  rate  from  all 
forms  of  tuberculosis,  .38  per  1000  of  the  population,  which  is  the 
lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  the  County.  A  detailed  commentary 
on  this  very  satisfactory  position  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  birth  rate  is  15.3  and  the  death  rate  12.9  per  1000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  as  compared  with  14.4  and  12.3  for  1936. 

May  I  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  the 
professional  and  clerical  staffs  of  the  department,  and  also  of  the  very 
loyal  support  which  they  have  given  me  throughout  the  year.

The  County  is  mainly  agricultural,  but  a  considerable  number  of 
persons  employed  at  works  situated  within  the  City  of  Oxford  reside 
in  villages  around  the  City,  within  a  radius  of  approximately  ten  miles. 
There  are  furniture,  cabinet  and  box  factories  at  Banbury  and  iron 
and  aluminium  works  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  town. 

Gloving  is  carried  on  in  Woodstock,  Charlbury  and  Witney  districts, 
whilst  blanket  making  is  an  important  industry  at  Witney.  There  are 
cement  works  at  Shipton-on-Cherwell  and  Chinnor.

Birth  Rate.  This  rate  is  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  the  figures  being  15.3  and  14.4  respectively.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1937  is  14.9. 

The  illegitimate  births  number  4  per  cent  of  the  total  births  for  the 
year. 


Death  Rate.  This  rate  shows  a  slight  increase  as  compared  with  1936, 
the  figures  being  12.9  and  12.2  respectively.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1936  is  12.4. 


Infant  Mortality  Rate.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  this  rate  still 
remains  very  low,  the  figure  for  1937  being  42.4.  The  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  for  1937  is  58.  It  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  in  Oxfordshire  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  country. 

The  rate  for  illegitimate  births  was  again  lower  than  for  legitimate 
births,  the  figures  being  36.5  and  42.4.  Up  to  recent  years  the  death 
rate  of  illegitimates  was  double. 

General.  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  women  dying  from 
conditions  directly  associated  with  Childbirth  (including  sepsis),  the 
numbers  for  1936  and  1937  being  7  and  5  respectively.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  therefore  for  1937  was  2.39  as  compared  with  3.23  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  violence  other  than  suicide  was  79 
which  is  one  and  half  times  as  many  as  the  deaths  from  forms  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  for  the  same  period. 

Cancer .  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  recorded  during 
the  year  was  268,  which  number  is  15.5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes.  The  rate  for  1937  was  2  as  compared  with 
1.79  for  1936  and  1.6  for  England  and  Wales  for  1937.  This  difference 
in  the  County  rate  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  may 
be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  in  Oxfordshire  33  per  cent  of  the  total 
population  are  45  years  of  age  or  over,  whereas  in  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole  the  figure  for  the  same  section  of  the  population  is  30  per 
cent.

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

Most  of  the  County  is  covered  by  Nursing  Associations  which  with 
the  exception  of  Witney  are  affiliated  to  the  County  Federation.  There 
is  complete  co-operation  between  the  officers  of  the  Federation  and  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  department  with  the  result  that  over¬ 
lapping  and  duplication  of  effort  are  completely  eliminated. 

Grants  to  Associations  are  made  by  the  Council  in  connection  with 
the  provision  of  Midwifery  Services  and  the  allocation  of  such  monies 
is  made  by  the  Federation.  The  total  grant  paid  to  the  Federation 
during  the  financial  year  ended  March  31st  1938  was  £4075.

The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Oxfordshire 
Nursing  Federation  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  This  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes  in  the  Oxfordshire  Nursing 
Federation,  and  the  work  of  re-organisation  has  gone  steadily  forward. 
A  new  Association,  which  will  include  Drayton,  Hornton  and  Horley, 
has  been  formed  at  Wroxton.  The  Associations  of  Shiplake  and 
Peppard  have  been  amalgamated,  also  the  Fritwell  and  Heyford 
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ksociations.  The  villages  of  Wendlebury,  Weston-on-the-Green  and 
Horton-cum-Studley  are  now  part  of  the  Islip  Association.  Holwell 
and  Westwell  are  included  with  Burford  ;  Mollington  and  Claydon 
with  Wardington  ;  Chinnor  with  Thame,  and  Stafford  with  Standlake. 
Littlemore  now  undertakes  the  midwifery  work  in  Sandford-on- 
Thames  ;  Leafield  is  officially  responsible  for  the  midwifery  in  Asthall, 
as  is  Kingham  for  Chastleton,  Bloxham  for  South  Newington,  Bampton 
for  Black  Bourton  and  Clanfield,  and  Eynsham  for  Cassington. 

Great  satisfaction  is  felt  at  the  affiliation  of  the  Benson  Association. 

Black  Bourton  and  Clanfield  having  separated  from  the  Bampton 
Association  are  ineligible  for  any  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
funds,  as  are  also  the  South  Newington  and  the  Cassington  Associa¬ 
tions,  which  refused  to  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Federation.  The  Bicester  Nursing  Association  has  been  entirely 
re-organised  and  includes  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station. 

Seven  new  cars  have  been  bought  for  work  in  various  Associations, 
and  telephones  have  been  installed  in  nearly  all  districts.  An  emer¬ 
gency  nurse  is  now  available  for  any  district  requiring  help  owing  to 
sudden  illness,  unusual  stress  of  work,  or  any  other  emergency.” 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

No  arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  for  the  nursing  of 
persons  suffering  from  infectious  diseases. 

MIDWIVES. 

There  is  a  midwifery  service  for  the  whole  county  provided  through 
the  Oxfordshire  Nursing  Federation,  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough 
of  Henley-on-Thames,  where  a  County  Council  Midwife  is  employed. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  county  is  124. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE. 

No  work  of  the  County  Council  is  administered  in  connection  with 
this  service. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Arrangements  exist  for  all  bacteriological  work  to  be  carried  out  at 
the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  Oxford, 
and  during  the  year  316  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli;  of  this  number  51  were  found  to  be  positive. 

Extension  of  laboratory  facilities  at  the  Osier  Pavilion  and  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  now  provide  for  : — 

(a)  Isolation  of  tubercle  bacilli  from  clinical  material  in  addition 
to  sputum. 

(, b )  Blood  examination. 

(c)  Culture  and  typing  of  tubercle  bacilli  (in  co-operation  with  Dr. 
A.  S.  Griffith  of  Cambridge). 
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Local  sanitary  authorities  in  the  county  make  arrangements  witjA 
private  laboratories  for  the  examination  of  throat  swabs,  etc. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  and  under  the  Accredited  Milk  Pro¬ 
ducers  Scheme  are  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for  Research  in  Dairy¬ 
ing,  Shinfield,  Reading.  Samples  of  food,  including  milk,  are  sent  to 
the  County  Analyst  for  the  detection  of  adulteration  or  impurities.

The  general  sanitary  administration  of  the  County  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  full  details  of  this  work  will  be 
found  in  the  reports  of  the  three  District  Medical  Officers. 

The  West  Oxfordshire  Combined  Sanitary  District  comprises  the 
Boroughs  of  Woodstock  and  Chipping  Norton,  Urban  District  of 
Witney  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chipping  Norton  and  Witney.  Dr. 
A.  J.  Campbell  (2  Carey  Close,  Five  Mile  Drive,  Oxford)  is  the  Medical 
Officer  (whole  time)  of  the  Combined  District,  and  temporarily  of  the 
Borough  of  Banbury  and  the  Rural  District  of  Banbury. 

The  South  Oxfordshire  Combined  Sanitary  District  comprises  the 
Borough  of  Henley,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Bicester  and  Thame,  and 
the  Ploughley,  Bullingdon  and  Henley  Rural  Districts. 

Dr.  W.  H.  Hill  (1  and  3  George  Street,  Oxford)  is  the  Medical  Officer 
(whole-time)  of  this  Combined  District.

For  the  purpose  of  administration,  the  County  is  divided  into  six 
Rural  Districts  (Banbury,  Chipping  Norton,  Witney,  Ploughley, 
Bullingdon,  and  Henley),  three  Urban  Districts  (Bicester,  Witney, 
and  Thame),  and  four  Boroughs  (Banbury,  Chipping  Norton,  Wood- 
stock,  and  Henley). 

The  administration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders  in 
the  Borough  of  Banbury  is  not  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  disease  is  controlled  by  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925.  The 
administration  of  this  order  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary 
Department. 


Under  this  Order,  every  person  having  in  his  possession  or  under  hi j 
charge  : —  ^ 

(1)  Any  cow  which  is,  or  appears  to  be,  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder,  indurated  udder,  or  other  chronic  disease  of  the 
udder  ;  or 

(2)  Any  bovine  which  is,  or  appears  to  be,  suffering  from  tubercular 
emaciation  ;  or 

(3)  Any  bovine  animal  which  is  suffering  from  a  chronic  cough  and 
showing  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis,  is  required, 
without  avoidable  delay,  to  give  information  of  the  fact  to  a 
constable  of  the  Police  Force  for  the  area  wherein  the  animal  is, 
or  to  an  inspector  of  the  Local  Authority,  and  the  constable  or 
inspector  shall  forthwith  transmit  the  information  to  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  Local  Authority  is  required  to  investigate  such  notification  and 
cause  to  be  slaughtered  without  delay  any  such  bovine  coming  under 
any  of  the  above  forms  of  this  disease. 

Payment  of  compensation  is  based  on  post-mortem  findings.  If  the 
animal  is  found  to  be  in  an  advanced  state  of  the  disease,  the  owner 
receives  one-fourth  of  the  market  value  of  the  animal,  and  if  in  a 
“  not-advanced  ”  state  three-fourths  of  such  value. 

Thorough  disinfection  is  required  of  such  part  of  the  premises  as  the 
Local  Authority  may  direct  by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge.

From  these  figures,  one  can  trace  the  progress  of  Tuberculous  rfrom 
its  “not  advanced''  to  “advanced"  states.  The  peak  is  reached  at 
the  age  of  five,  i.e.  after  the  birth  of  the  second  calf. 

It  would  appear  that  the  advanced  conditions  met  with  at  the  ages 
12  and  18  months,  were  probably  caused  by  these  animals  being  fed 
on  tubercular  milk,  or  having  contracted  the  disease  before  birth.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT  1915. 

Section  4  (1)  under  the  above  act  states  : — 

“  If  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  any  local  authority  has  reason 
to  suspect  that  tuberculosis  is  caused,  or  is  likely  to  be  caused  by 
the  consumption  of  any  milk  which  is  being  exposed  or  kept  for  sale 
within  the  area  of  the  local  authority  he  shall  endeavour  to  ascertain 
the  source  or  sources  of  supply  and  on  ascertaining  the  facts,  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  of  them  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
County  or  County  Borough  in  which  the  cows  from  which  the  milk 
is  obtained  are  kept,  whether  the  dairy  where  they  are  kept  is  within 
or  without  the  area  of  the  local  authority  unless  the  local  authority 
are  themselves  the  Council  of  that  County  or  County  Borough." 

Section  4  (2)  : — 

“  On  receipt  of  such  notice  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  or  County  Borough  to  cause  the  cattle 
in  the  dairy  to  be  inspected,  and  to  make  such  other  investigations 
as  may  be  necessary." 

From  April  31st  1937  until  March  31st  1938,  12  cases  have  been 
reported.

Eight  bulk  samples  were  taken,  one  of  which  was  returned  positive 
to  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  after  biological  examination.  This 
sample  contained  the  milk  from  10  cows.  Single  samples  were  there¬ 
fore  taken  from  each  of  these  cows  and  one  sample  was  returned 
positive  after  biological  examination.  The  cow  was  dealt  with  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER  OF  1926. 

Part  4  of  this  Order  imposes  upon  the  County  Council  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  health  and  inspection  of  the  cattle  of  registered  cow- 
keepers  within  their  area. 

Routine  inspection  has  been  carried  out  whenever  possible,  time 
permitting. 

The  aim  of  these  inspections  is  to  protect  the  health  of  the  milk 
consuming  public,  as  well  as  that  of  the  cattle  themselves,  by  giving 
advice  in  the  early  detection  of  pathological  conditions. 

Visits  to  farms  also  offer  excellent  opportunities  for  keeping  in 
touch  with  milk  producers,  discussing  their  many  problems  and  the 
best  methods  for  the  marketing  of  a  clean  and  healthy  milk  supply. 

These  inspections  have  been  well  received. 

During  the  year  under  review  routine  inspection  was  carried  out  on 
1101  farms.  11,379  milch  cows  were  clinically  examined,  while  58 
were  condemned  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  208  milk  samples  were 
taken.

Those  showing  the  presence  of  pus,  blood  and  streptococci,  etc.,  are 
indicative  of  that  widespread  disease  mastitis. 
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Its  incidence  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  many  owners  $  merds 
fail  to  recognize  it  in  its  early  stages  and  therefore  do  not  take  any 
precautions  to  prevent  its  spread  to  other  cows. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  milk  pro¬ 
ducers  in  the  County  who  make  every  effort  in  their  power  to  keep 
their  cows  and  premises  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

At  the  same  time  there  are  many  farms  which  are  unsuitable  for 
milk  production,  due  for  the  most  part  to  bad  construction,  never 
having  been  meant  for  dairying  purposes,  and  being  used  hitherto  for 
stock  rearing. 

ACCREDITED  MILK  SCHEME. 

The  administration  of  this  scheme  was  taken  over  on  May  10th,  1937. 

Since  that  time,  quarterly  veterinary  inspection  has  been  carried 
out.  675  visits  have  been  made  to  farms,  resulting  in  the  examination 
of  16,393  cows.  During  these  inspections  275  milk  samples  have  been 
taken,  87  of  which  were  found  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  15 
to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli.  47  cows  were  condemned  as  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  on  clinical  evidence. 

SCHOOL  MILK  SCHEME. 

Eleven  farms  have  been  visited  during  the  current  year  under  the 
above  scheme.

684 
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3  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  13  cases  of  puerperal  pyrex*UT'were 
notified.  5  midwives  were  temporarily  suspended  owing  to  having  been 
in  attendance  upon  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

The  Inspector  paid  313  visits  for  routine  inspection  of  midwives  to 
observe  their  methods  of  practice  and  examine  appliances  and  registers. 
672  other  visits  were  paid. 

Midwifery. 

Fees  earned  by  the  County  Council  Midwife  at  Henley-on-Thames 
amounted  during  the  year  to  £77  19s.  6d.  Her  services  are  given 
without  charge  to  persons  unable  to  afford  payment  of  the  fees.  Fees 
amounting  to  £72 8  14s.  2d.  were  paid  to  medical  practitioners  called  in 
to  assist  midwives  in  emergency.  Contributions  from  patients, 
amounting  to  £69  15s.  3d.  were  collected  towards  the  cost.  Hospital 
provision  for  maternity  is  made  by  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  at  their 
hospital  in  Walton  Street,  Oxford.  For  the  north  of  the  County 
accommodation  is  available  at  the  Warwickshire  County  Council 
Maternity  Hospital  at  Leamington  ;  and  for  the  South  of  the  County 
at  the  Royal  Berkshire  Hospital,  Reading.  Arrangements  have  also 
been  made  with  local  hospitals  to  accept  cases  in  emergency. 

The  Council  contributed  £270  per  annum  towards  the  cost  of  treat¬ 
ment  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  Maternity  Home. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations  1926  the  services  of  a  consultant  were  requested  on  one 
occasion.  Home  Helps  were  provided  on  eight  occasions. 

Domiciliary  Ante-natal  Scheme. 

Two  examinations  are  made,  one  early  in  pregnancy  and  the  other 
at  the  7th  or  8th  month.  Any  case  requiring  Consultant  opinion  or 
Hospital  treatment  is  referred  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
arrangements  made  accordingly.  The  fees  paid  to  medical  practitioners 
are  five  shillings  for  each  examination  whether  made  at  the  patient’s 
home  or  in  the  doctor’s  surgery. 

A  fee  of  half  a  crown  is  also  paid  for  a  copy  of  the  report  on  an  ante¬ 
natal  examination  of  an  insured  woman. 

During  the  year  505  women  were  examined  under  this  scheme. 
Consultants  were  provided  for  four  difficult  cases.  Payment  for 
dental  extractions  was  made  in  two  cases  when,  as  a  result  of  ante-natal 
examination,  medical  practitioners  considered  such  treatment  advis¬ 
able. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

I  have  to  record  that  the  number  of  maternal  deaths  during  the  year 
was  5  as  compared  with  7  in  the  previous  year. 

The  rate  per  1000  live  births  is  2.45  as  compared  with  4  for  1936. 
The  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1937  was  3.11. 
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All  V deaths  of  mothers  were  carefully  inquired  into  during  the  year, 
The  services  of  a  consultant  in  cases  of  difficult  labour  are  available, 
and  such  services  were  made  use  of  in  9  cases,  and  1 1  sterilized  maternity 
outfits  were  provided  for  women  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  midwife 
in  attendance  such  provision  was  desirable. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Supervisory  Authority  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act  1927.  There  were  8  homes  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  which  7  were  Maternity  Homes.

There  are  now  28  centres  in  the  county,  one  new  one  being  opened 
during  the  year  at  Bicester  R.A.F.  Station.  Arrangements  were  also 
made  with  the  City  of  Oxford  authority  for  County  mothers  to  attend 
the  Centres  at  Headington  (Bury  Knowle)  and  Marston.  A  complete 
report  of  the  work  done  at  the  centres  is  appended  on  page  50  and 
from  this  it  will  be  seen  that  647  meetings  were  held  during  the  year 
and  that  the  following  attendances  were  made —

Health  Visitors. 

There  are  now  twelve  health  visitors.  The  health  visitors  are  whole¬ 
time  officers  of  the  County  Council  and  the  majority  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  Council  for  many  years.  Their  experience  is  invaluable. 

Among  their  many  duties  may  be  mentioned  those  of  School  Nursing, 
Tuberculosis  Visiting,  visiting  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 
visiting  and  distribution  of  relief  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  Infant- 
life  Protection  visiting,  and  visiting  of  children  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Schemes.

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SuppW*  of  Milk  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Milk  is  provided  under  the  Council’s  Scheme  to  infants  under  one 
year  and  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  where  investigation  by  Health 
Visitors  has  proved  the  need  of  such  provision.  Cases  in  need  of  assist¬ 
ance  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  through  Clinics, 
doctors,  private  persons  to  a  limited  extent,  and  in  the  vast  majority 
of  cases,  as  a  result  of  routine  visits  to  infants  by  the  Health  Visitors. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  all  milk  supplied  to  be  either  T.T.  or 
Pasteurised  whenever  this  is  possible.  This  service  is  recognised  as  of 
great  value.  During  the  year  £392  12s.  6d.  was  spent  on  allowances  of 
milk.  96  babies  and  97  mothers  were  supplied  with  milk  and  of  these 
88  had  T.T.  and  7  pasteurised  milk. 

Children  Act  1908,  Part  I. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
108.  1026  visits  to  children  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Adoption  of  Children  Act,  1926. 

The  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  acted  as  guardian  ad  litem  in  8 
cases.  Adoption  orders  were  made  in  all  cases. 

MIDWIVES  ACT  1936. 

Prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act  practically  the  whole  of  the  County 
was  covered  by  District  Nursing  Associations  all  of  which  with  the 
exception  of  Witney  and  Benson*  and  Henley,  where  a  County  Council 
Midwife  is  employed,  were  affiliated  to  the  Oxfordshire  Nursing 
Federation.  The  only  portions  of  the  County  where  a  nurse-midwife 
was  not  available  was  in  the  north  near  Banbury,  and  at  Chinnor  in 
the  south,  with  an  approximate  population  of  7,000. 

At  this  time  there  were  53  affiliated  Associations  employing  56 
nurses,  2  unaffiliated  namely  Witney  and  Benson,  the  former  employ¬ 
ing  2  nurses  and  the  latter  one,  making  60  nurses  in  all  including 
the  County  Council  Midwife  at  Henley. 

The  Health  Committee  held  several  conferences  with  the  Oxfordshire 
Nursing  Federation  and  finally  agreed  upon  a  new  scheme  for  the 
nursing  of  the  whole  County,  At  the  same  time  the  Committee 
appointed  the  Federation  as  the  agent  of  the  Council  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Midwives  Act  1936,  and  the  scheme  came  into  force  in 
July  of  1937. 

The  scheme  provides  for  42  districts,  including  Benson  and  Witney, 
employing  46  Midwives  and  will  necessitate  amalgamations  and 
readjustments  of  areas  of  existing  associations  (several  amalgamations 
have  been  effected  up  to  date).  The  services  of  some  midwives  will 
*  This  Association  is  now  affiliated  to  the  O.N.F.  (1938). 
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not  be  required  and  some  seven  will  be  superannuated.  Thre.J  types 
of  midwife  will  be  employed  and  the  salaries  to  be  paid  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Queen’s  Nurses  £200 — £220  by  annual  increments  of  £10. 

(b)  Fully  trained  Nurses  £180 — £200  by  annual  increments  of  £10. 

(c)  Nurse-midwives  £160 — £180  by  annual  increments  of  £10. 

In  order  to  facilitate  amalgamations  the  scheme  provides  for  the 
provision  of  18  cars  in  addition  to  the  13  already  in  use.  Six  new  cars 
have  already  been  provided  and  three  more  will  be  required  in  1938-39, 
whilst  the  remainder  will  be  provided  as  the  occasion  requires.  Pro¬ 
vision  is  also  made  for  3  more  cars  for  the  use  of  auxiliary  nurses  and 
for  nursing  the  environs  of  Oxford.

It  was  difficult  to  estimate  the  receipts  of  the  various  associations 
especially  those  sums  which  had  hitherto  been  raised  by  voluntary 
efforts  quite  apart  from  patients'  subscriptions.  In  the  light  of  past 
experience  a  sum  of  £4,000  was  considered  to  be  a  fair  average  annual 
figure. 

Prior  to  the  coming  in  force  of  the  scheme  Midwives  in  the  County 
attended  between  900  and  1000  births  annually  and  950  was  taken  as  a 
basis  for  the  calculation  of  receipts  under  this  head.

Provision  has  also  been  made  for  : — 

(1)  An  extra  nurse  for  the  environs  of  Oxford. 

(2)  Post-graduate  courses  and  midwifery  training. 

(3)  Holiday  and  sickness  duty. 

Under  (2)  and  (3)  provision  has  been  made  for  7  auxiliary  nurses  for 
the  full  scheme — two  in  the  first  year,  two  in  the  second  year  and  a 
further  three  to  complete  the  scheme.  Provision  has  been  made  for 
five  nurses  to  have  post-graduate  courses  in  the  first  year,  six  in  the 
second  year  and  seven  annually  when  the  scheme  is  complete. 

The  cost  of  these  services  is  shown  in  the  appended  schedules 
pages  54-56. 

A  sum  of  £200  has  been  provided  annually  for  midwifery  training 
and  the  scheme  also  provides  for  non-recurring  grants  of  £100  for  each 
new  car  up  to  a  total  of  18  which  will  be  necessitated  by  amalgamations 
and  re-groupings  of  existing  Associations. 

An  annual  payment  of  £80  to  the  Witney  Nursing  Association 
which  is  not  affiliated  to  the  County  Federation  has  been  made  and  a 
separate  agreement  entered  into  as  between  the  Association  and  the 
County  Council. 

In  order  that  the  amount  of  grant  actually  paid  to  each  association 
by  the  Federation  (County)  from  the  County  Council  grant  made  to 
that  body,  shall  be  reviewed  periodically,  an  annual  statement  of 
receipts  and  payments  will  be  rendered  by  each  association  to  the 
County  Accountant.

The  fall  in  rate  for  the  year  1937  is  so  striking  that  it  was  felt  that 
further  investigation  was  desirable  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct 
interpretation  of  the  position.  An  analysis  has  therefore  been  carried 
out  for  the  years  1921-37,  the  figures  for  the  period  prior  to  1918  being 
omitted  as  they  reflect  a  national  emergency.

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All^wns.  Peaks  are  noted  in  the  actual  rate  observed  at  the  years 
1927  and  1929.  These  two  years  were  years  of  national  epidemic 
influenza  and  might  therefore  be  expected  to  show  an  increased  rate  of 
mortality  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  For  1937  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  fall  in  rate  to  38  is  only  a  little  lower  than  the  average  annual  rate 
expected  45.  The  marked  difference  between  the  figures  54  for  1936 
and  38  for  1937  is  due  rather  to  the  higher  rate  for  1936  than  the  low 
level  for  1937. 

Pulmonary  rate.  The  pulmonary  rate  contributes  80%  to  the  total 
rate.  Thus  the  general  trend  of  the  curve  of  death  rates  observed  follows 
closely  the  curve  of  the  total  T.B.  rate.  The  peak  years  1927  and  1929 
are  again  emphasized.  The  years  1934  and  1937  are  interesting.  The 
elevation  of  the  curve  above  the  average  line  in  1934  and  1935  seen  in 
the  total  rate  is  much  less  marked  in  the  pulmonary  rate  and  the  final 
rate  of  28  much  lower  than  was  anticipated  from  the  average  annual 
trend.  That  the  abrupt  fall  in  total  T.B.  deaths  in  1937  is  mainly  due 
to  the  decline  in  pulmonary  T.B.  deaths  is  made  obvious. 

N on- pulmonary  rate.  The  curve  of  actual  rates  of  mortality  observed 
forms  a  pattern  quite  dissimilar  to  that  of  the  other  graphs.  The  peak 
years  1925  and  1930  cannot  be  observed  in  the  graph  of  the  total  T.B. 
rate.  However,  the  influence  of  the  non-pulmonary  deaths  can  be 
observed  in  the  period  1934-7  in  the  total  rate,  the  precipitate  fall  in  the 
general  rate  receiving  a  check.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  same 
favourable  factors  which  have  influenced  the  pulmonary  rate  have 
affected  the  non-pulmonary  rate  but  to  a  less  extent  and  that  from 
1932-1937  there  has  been  a  deterioration  in  the  position. 

Conclusions.  (1)  The  marked  fall  in  rate  1936-1937  must  not  be 
considered  as  an  isolated  fact  but  relative  to  the  general  trend  of 
mortality.  In  1928  a  decline  in  the  general  rate  of  precisely  the  same 
magnitude  (33%)  took  place  to  be  followed  by  a“  relapse  ”  in  1929. 

(2)  Both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  have  been 
declining  and  relative  to  their  magnitudes  the  pulmonary  at  a  slightly 
greater  rate  than  the  non-pulmonary. 

(3)  There  is  a  greater  annual  fluctuation  in  the  non-pulmonary  death 
rate  (r  =  — .417)  than  in  the  pulmonary  death  rate  (r  =  —.865).  The 
total  T.B.  rate  is,  however,  chiefly  influenced  by  the  pulmonary  deaths 
which  contribute  80%  to  that  rate. 

(4)  The  correlation  between  the  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  rates 
is  low  and  positive  (r  =  +  *28).  This  shows  that  the  general  trend  of 
the  two  rates  is  similar  but  that  the  fluctuations  about  the  average 
are  not  closely  associated.  Therefore  there  must  be  general  influences 
at  work  affecting  both  rates  favourably  but  other  factors  are  present 
causing  annual  fluctuations  in  each  rate  and  operating  independently. 
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(5)  The  present  rate  may  mean  a  new  low  level  of  deaths  frolE-cuber- 
culosis  after  three  years  of  stagnation  but  (a)  the  fall  in  pulmonary 
deaths  was  lower  than  that  expected  and  ( b )  there  will  have  to  be  a 
considerable  improvement  in  the  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  position 
if  a  low  rate  is  to  be  maintained. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

These  regulations  relate  to  tuberculous  employees  engaged  in  the 
milk  trade.  No  action  was  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section  172. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  a  patient  during  1937. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

Where  it  was  thought  that  human  disease  was  likely  to  have  arisen 
from  an  infected  milk  supply,  the  Veterinary  Officer  to  the  County 
Council  was  asked  to  furnish  his  report.  Eleven  cases  were  referred, 
three  farms  had  a  bad  past  history  of  disease  and  one  was  a  very  poor 
herd.  In  two  cases  a  milk  sample  obtained  showed  tubercle  bacilli 
and  in  five  cases  where  tubercular  cows  were  seized  and  slaughtered, 
it  was  considered  that  the  diseased  animals  might  have  been  responsible 
for  the  human  infection. 

Combining  these  findings  with  those  obtained  in  1936,  presumptive 
evidence  of  bovine  infection  was  obtained  in  six  of  the  nineteen  cases 
referred.  The  clinical  types  of  human  disease  noted  in  these  six  cases 
were  : — one  case  of  peritonitis,  two  of  cervical  adenitis,  and  three  of 
meningitis.  In  six  of  the  cases  referred  the  farm  had  a  bad  past  history 
of  tuberculous  infection.  In  the  six  cases  where  fresh  bovine  tuber¬ 
culosis  was  demonstrated  three  occurred  in  farms  which  had  a  bad  past 
history  of  the  disease.  The  two  cases  in  which  positive  milk  samples 
were  obtained  are  interesting,  as  both  were  associated  with  T.B. 
Meningitis.  In  conclusion  one  cannot  fail  to  note  the  high  proportion 
of  cases  of  human  disease  in  which  the  milk  supply  came  from  a  farm 
with  a  bad  history  of  tuberculosis  in  the  herd.  The  importance  of 
frequent  milk  sampling  and  inspection  of  these  herds,  is  obvious. 

Methods  of  ascertainment  of  new  cases. 

1.  Bovine  T.B.  Survey.  A  scheme  has  been  outlined  and  approved 
by  the  County  Council  by  which  all  clinical  material,  pus  ;  glands  ; 
cerebro  spinal  fluid;  effusions  etc.  suspected  to  be  of  tuberculous  origin 
can  be  submitted  for  cultural  examination.  The  examination  is  to  be 
carried  out  at  the  Osier  Pavilion  and  is  performed  in  association  with 
existing  pathological  services  at  that  institution. 

The  scheme  provides  two  main  objects,  (1)  Information  as  to  the 
extent  of  bovine  infection.  Presumptive  evidence  is  only  available  at 
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the  moment.  (2)  Early  information  as  to  suspect  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
T.B.  Notification  of  non-pulmonary  disease  is  poor  as  compared  with 
pulmonary  disease.  Failure  or  delay  in  notification  results  in  poor  or 
neglected  supervision  and  after-care  of  the  case.  It  is  frequently 
associated  with  an  omission  of  contact  examination.  This  latter  is 
just  as  important  in  the  case  of  non-pulmonary  disease  as  in  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  fact  that  details  of  all  material  examined  are  sent 
immediately  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  will  ensure  better  notification 
in  the  future. 

2.  Sputum.  The  Council’s  scheme  in  respect  of  routine  sputum 
examination  is  worthy  of  attention.  Free  sputum  examination  is 
available  to  all  practitioners  in  the  County.  Specimens  are  sent  to 
the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  and  a  duplicate  report  of  the  result  is  sent  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  In  all  cases  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  then 
sends  a  notice  to  the  private  practitioner  reminding  him  of  the  con¬ 
sultation  service  and  asking  if  he  would  like  an  examination  of  this 
particular  case.  This  constant  reminder  results  in  many  cases  being 
referred  for  examination  who  might  otherwise  never  have  the  benefit  of 
a  second  opinion,  X-ray  examination  etc. 

Dispensary  Service. 

There  are  eight  dispensaries  in  the  County  and  1,133  attendances 
were  recorded  during  the  year.  A  pneumothorax  clinic  has  been  opened 
during  the  year  at  the  Horton  General  Hospital,  providing  facilities 
for  patients  living  in  the  north  of  the  County.  Other  patients  attend 
for  refills  at  the  Osier  Pavilion  and  those  living  in  the  south  of  the 
County  are  provided  for  by  courtesy  of  the  Berks  and  Bucks  Joint 
Sanatorium  at  Peppard.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  increase 
the  provision  of  £160  for  maintenance  of  shelters  or  of  £290  for  extra 
nourishment. 

With  reference  to  the  table  on  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  there 
is  an  important  fact  to  be  noted.  Despite  the  steady  fall  in  the  death 
rate  from  tuberculosis  and  the  slower  decline  in  notifications  there  is  a 
steady  rise  in  the  number  of  patients  referred  by  Practitioners  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  for  consultation.  No  new  cases  are  seen  at  the 
dispensaries  or  otherwise  without  an  introduction  by  their  doctor, 
unless  they  are  seen  as  “  contacts  ”.  Excluding  “  contacts  ”  from  the 
figures  one  has  the  following  position  :

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Out  of  a  total  of  425  patients  on  the  register,  271  were  enter  Jh-un  the 
register  prior  to  1937.  The  following  facts  relative  to  these  271  patients 
may  prove  of  interest  : — 

46%  are  doing  full  work  ;  16%  light  work  and  only  25%  are  unfit 
for  work  (children  excluded).  Of  those  doing  full  work  78%  are  pul¬ 
monary  cases.  Only  8%  are  old  army  pensioners  and  only  10%  were 
in  receipt  of  Public  Assistance  during  1937.  However,  of  the  10%  who 
received  this  financial  help  81%  required  full  assistance  for  the  whole 
year.  It  therefore  seems  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  if  destitution 
occurs  it  is  complete  and  the  maximum  burden  falls  on  the  local 
authority.  52%  of  the  cases  were  originally  sputum  positive  and  of 
these  60%  are  now  sputum  negative. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

Hospitals  providing  treatment  for  tuberculosis  within  the  County 
are  the  Osier  Pavilion,  Horton  General  Hospital,  and  Peppard  Sanator¬ 
ium  and  the  Wingfield  Morris  Hospital  for  Orthopaedic  cases.  For 
special  cases  such  institutions  as  Papworth,  Preston  Hall,  Cold  Ash 
Children’s  Hospital  and  Brompton  Hospital  are  utilised. 

Osier  Pavilion.  By  increasing  the  accommodation  at  this  institution 
the  number  of  beds  allocated  to  the  County  Council  has  risen  from 
twelve  to  twenty-six.  Thirteen  for  each  sex  are  now  available.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  City  of  Oxford  certain  improvements  have  been  effected.  The 
X-ray  plant  has  been  rendered  more  powerful  by  the  provision  of  a  four 
valve  rectifier  ;  a  pathological  laboratory  has  been  installed  employing 
a  whole  time  technician  and  the  work  supervised  by  the  Radcliffe 
Infirmary  Pathologist.  The  difficulties  in  connection  with  the  provision 
of  thoracic  surgery  are  being  explored.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Osier  Pavilion 
will  become  the  centre  on  which  the  whole  of  the  treatment  facilities  for 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  can  be  based.  During  the  present  year  of  the 
70  patients  who  were  admitted  17  were  observation  cases,  17  had 
artificial  pneumothorax  treatment,  5  division  of  adhesions,  4  phrenice- 
tomies,  3  oleothorax,  and  2  were  given  gold  treatment.  Two  were 
admitted  for  pregnancy  complicating  their  tuberculosis,  five  were 
cases  of  pleural  effusion. 

Horton  General  Hospital.  Twenty  cases  were  discharged  during  the 
year,  seventeen  having  pulmonary  disease,  three  were  given  gold 
treatment  and  two  artificial  pneumothorax. 

Wingfield  Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  Of  the  ten  cases  discharged 
from  this  institution  three  were  treated  by  operative  surgery. 

Peppard  Sanatorium.  Provided  treatment  for  seven  cases. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  Counties  of  Oxfordshire  and  Berkshire  and  the  City  of  Oxford 
continue  the  Agreement  with  the  Governors  of  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary 
whereby  free  treatment  is  given  to  all  applicants  at  the  Infirmary. 
The  total  cost  to  the  Infirmary  is  divided  in  respect  of  out-patients’ 
treatment  in  proportion  to  the  attendances  made  by  patients  from  the 
areas  of  the  three  authorities  and  as  regards  in-patients’  treatment  in 
accordance  with  the  number  of  days  on  which  beds  are  occupied  by 
such  patients. 

Each  authority  pays  the  cost  of  the  pathological  examinations  of 
its  own  patients. 

Clinics  are  held  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  the  dates  and  time  being 
given  in  the  list  of  clinics  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  was  58,  males  31  and  females  27. 

The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
was  49,  38  males  and  15  females. 

The  total  number  treated  was  112,  69  males  and  43  females. 

The  number  of  cases  discharged  after  treatment  and  observation 
was  22,  13  males  and  9  females. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  males  was  577  and  by 
females  453. 

109  specimens  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  gonococci  and  69 
serum  tests  for  syphilis  were  made.  Nine  persons  received  in-patient 
treatment  amounting  to  201  bed-days. 

In  addition,  pathological  examinations  were  made  for  general 
practitioners  for  the  detection  of  gonococci  and  serum  tests  for  syphilis. 

Fares  amounting  to  £30  6s.  8d.  were  paid  to  patients  attending  the 
clinic,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer,  were  unable  to  afford 
the  cost  of  travelling.  The  cost  of  treatment  for  the  year  was  £383  3s. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  the  Clinic  at  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary,  reporting 
upon  the  Clinic  as  a  whole,  states  : — 

“  It  is  highly  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  very  real  advance 
has  been  made  during  the  last  year  in  the  treatment  of  one  of  the 
diseases  for  which  the  clinic  is  responsible.  A  new  drug  recently 
discovered,  has  been  put  on  the  market,  the  preliminary  tests  of  which 
were  so  encouraging  that  the  Medical  Officers  felt  no  hesitation  in 
adopting  it,  although  its  efficacy  was  then  incompletely  proved. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  this  new  drug  has  shown  itself 
to  be  one  of  the  first  importance  as  a  therapeutic  agent  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  medicine  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  by  its  use  the  chances  of 
permanent  cure  of  some  of  our  most  difficult  cases  are  greatly  increased, 
possibly  assured. 
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The  recent  expansion  of  the  Pathological  Department  of  The  Rad- 
cliffe  Infirmary,  for  which  our  thanks  are  due  to  Lord  Nuffield,  has 
enabled  our  Pathologists  to  make  use  of  the  very  latest  and  most 
accurate  tests  in  this  as  in  other  branches  of  medicine,  to  the  benefit 
of  the  patients. 

The  new  record  system  to  which  I  alluded  in  my  report  of  last  year 
is  working  well  and  simplifies  considerably  the  onerous  but  very 
necessary  work  of  *  following  up  ’  patients  who  default  before  their 
cure  is  complete. 

The  number  of  new  cases  shows  a  decrease,  249  compared  with  286 
for  1936  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  is  7403.  The  number  of 
persons  found  not  to  be  infected  continues  to  be  high,  81  during  the 
year,  and  a  considerable  number  of  patients  present  themselves 
voluntarily  for  examination.  The  Medical  Officers  are  glad  to  think 
that  this  indicates  that  the  Clinic  is  favourably  known  among  the 
public  and  that  their  efforts  to  establish  there  a  friendly  informal 
atmosphere  are  not  without  good  effect. 

The  attendance  rate  is  good  on  the  whole  but  the  women  are  natur¬ 
ally  more  regular  than  the  men. 

46  patients  were  admitted  to  the  ward  during  the  year  for  treatment 
as  in-patients  ;  the  average  period  of  residence  was  16  days.”

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT  1920. 

During  the  year  the  Council  provided  for  one  person  at  the  London 
Home  for  the  Aged  Blind. 

The  inspection  and  the  relief  of  the  unemployable  blind  and  also 
the  relief  of  their  dependents  continued  to  be  carried  out  through  the 
Public  Health  Committee.  There  were  200  persons  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Regular  visits  are  paid  by  the  Council’s  Health 
Visitors  to  approximately  160  of  these  blind  persons,  the  remainder 
being  of  independent  means,  or  in  institutions  ;  in  a  few  cases  visits 
are  not  desired. 

Reports  are  made  in  each  case  to  the  Central  Office  when  there  is 
need  for  further  assistance  in  the  form  of  money  or  kind  or  assistance 
in  the  household  work.  Stamped  cards,  addressed  to  the  Health 
Visitor  of  the  District,  are  left  at  the  houses  of  blind  persons  in  whose 
cases  there  is  prospect  of  urgent  relief  being  required. 

Lessons  in  Braille  and  Handicrafts  have  been  given  to  13  blind  people 
by  the  Home  Teacher  working  under  the  Blind  Society  and  for  those 
salary  the  County  Council  is  responsible.  133  lessons  were  given. 
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152  prisons  were  relieved  during  the  year.  The  cost  was  £ 2,350 . 

The  Council  has  approved  arrangements  whereby  the  income  of 
blind  persons  in  urban  areas  is  brought  up  to  17s.  6d.  per  week,  and  in 
rural  areas  16s.  6d.  per  week  after  deducting  rent. 

The  Health  Committee  co-operates  with  the  Oxford  City  and  County 
Blind  Society  to  which  body  an  annual  grant  of  approximately  £800 
is  paid.  The  Oxford  Eye  Hospital  provides  facilities  for  treatment  of 
diseases  and  injury  of  the  eye  and  the  Health  Committee  pays  for  the 
in-patient  treatment  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  wherever  necessary. 
Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Eye  Hospital  and  the  Health 
Committee.

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PROPAGANDA. 


In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  Oxfordshire  took  part  in 
the  campaign  to  spread  knowledge  of  Public  Health  facilities  in  the 
area.  Posters  and  literature  were  distributed  to  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  Schools,  Women's  Institutes,  etc.,  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor, 
and  the  Health  Visitors  gave  many  lectures  at  Women's  Institutes, 
Welfare  Centres  and  Schools  during  the  year. 

Particulars  of  Health  Services,  Ambulances,  etc.,  were  provided  and 
exhibited  in  every  Post  Office  in  the  County. 


VACCINATION. 

Work  in  connection  with  vaccination  is  administered  through  the 
County  Health  Department. 

The  following  table  shows  that  in  1936  only  27.2  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  during  the  year  were 
vaccinated.

Ascertainment  and  Registration. 

The  work  of  ascertainment  continues.  During  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1937,  the  number  of  new  cases  ascertained  totalled  70  (39 
males  and  31  females),  as  compared  with  92  (52  males  and  40  females) 
last  year.  These  were  dealt  with  as  follows  : — 

Three  were  sent  to  Certified  Institutions,  one  to  a  Place  of  Safety, 
four  to  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  one  was  placed  under  Guardian¬ 
ship,  seven  under  Statutory  Supervision,  and  fifty-four  under  Volun¬ 
tary  Supervision. 

The  number  of  defectives  on  31st  December,  1937,  ascertained  by  the 
Council  to  be  subject  to  be  dealt  with  or  who  might  become  subject 
to  be  dealt  with  was  593.  The  ratio  of  ascertained  cases  per  1,000  of 
the  population  of  Oxfordshire  is  4.4. 

Supervision. 

On  31st  December,  1937  there  were  71  defectives  (41  male  and  30 
female)  under  Statutory  Supervision,  and  324  defectives  (175  males 
and  149  females)  under  Voluntary  Supervision.  As  regards  the  latter, 
the  local  authority  has  no  statutory  powers,  but  any  of  those  persons 
may  at  any  time  become  subject  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts.  These  defectives  are  under  supervision  in  their  own 
homes,  where  they  are  visited  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Health 
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Visitors.  On  the  whole,  the  homes  and  behaviour  of  the  defecuVes  are 
satisfactory  and  in  these  cases  the  routine  visit  of  the  Health  Visitor 
is  regarded  as  sufficient.  Where,  however,  the  Health  Visitor  becomes 
aware  of  any  neglect  or  lack  of  control  on  the  part  of  the  parent,  or 
any  anti-social  behaviour  of  a  defective,  or  a  defective  being  in  moral 
danger,  or  cases  where  the  presence  of  the  defective  is  causing  a  heavy 
financial  strain  on  the  family,  she  reports  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  The  case  is  then  investigated  by  the  Ascertainment  Officer, 
and  if  it  is  found  that  there  is  definite  evidence  of  neglect,  lack  of 
control,  etc.,  steps  are  taken  to  have  the  defective  admitted  to  an 
Institution,  or  placed  under  the  care  of  a  suitable  guardian  or  a  grant 
made.  The  Ascertainment  Officer  visits  all  new  cases  and  any  home 
where  assistance  and  advice  are  required  by  the  parent  or  person 
having  care  of  a  defective. 

Guardianship. 

On  31st  December,  1937  there  were  30  defectives  (16  male  and  14 
female)  under  guardianship.  The  majority  of  these  are  under  the 
guardianship  of  one  or  other  of  the  parents,  thus  enabling  the  local 
authority  to  make  a  grant  towards  the  cost  of  maintenance.  The 
Brighton  Guardianship  Society  supervises  four  defectives  for  this 
Authority,  three  of  whom  are  under  the  care  of  a  guardian,  and  the 
fourth  is  on  licence  from  an  institution,  and  is  employed  on  a  farm. 
Monthly  reports  on  these  defectives  are  received  from  the  Society, 
and  all  appear  well  cared  for  and  happy. 

Licence. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1937,  four  patients  were 
granted  leave  of  absence  on  licence  from  institutions,  two  were  licensed 
to  employers  and  two  to  their  homes.  Those  licensed  to  employers 
have  worked  well,  and  continue  to  give  entire  satisfaction.  These 
patients  are  supervised  by  the  Ascertainment  Officer. 

Deaths. 

During  the  year  one  patient  in  an  institution  died. 

Occupation  Centre  at  Banbury. 

Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1927,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local 
authority  to  provide  training  for  defectives  under  supervision  and 
guardianship.  This  Occupation  Centre  was  established  in  April  1936, 
primarily  to  provide  some  such  form  of  training  for  defective  children 
who  have  been  excluded  from  special  as  well  as  ordinary  elementary 
schools,  the  Centre  is  in  addition  open  to  defectives  who  have  passed 
the  school  leaving  age  and  who  through  their  disabilities  are  unable  to 
obtain  employment.  The  Centre  meets  every  Monday  and  Wednesday 
afternoon  during  the  school  term  at  the  Clinic  in  Warwick  Road, 
Banbury.  Boys  and  girls  attend  the  Centre,  their  ages  ranging  from 


7  to  23'  years.  The  curriculum  consists  chiefly  in  the  teaching  of 
handicrafts,  elementary  physical  training,  singing,  percussion  band 
and  elementary  hygiene.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  teach  one  of  the 
older  boys  to  write.  Afternoon  tea  is  provided  at  the  Centre  at  a  cost 
of  Id.  per  head.  The  tea  is  much  appreciated  by  the  children,  and  it 
affords  the  best  possible  opportunity  for  the  teaching  of  good  manners 
and  the  training  in  simple  domestic  work  which  makes  the  child  more 
useful  at  home. 

The  attendances  at  the  Centre  though  voluntary  are  on  the  whole 
very  satisfactory.  Only  in  one  or  two  cases  has  there  been  any  neces¬ 
sity  to  press  for  attendance.  The  co-operation  and  appreciation  of  the 
parents  in  the  work  that  is  being  done  is  invaluable,  many  bring  and 
fetch  their  children  themselves  with  unfailing  regularity.  As  far  as 
the  children  are  concerned,  it  is  difficult  for  the  parents  to  keep  them 
at  home,  and  holidays  are  looked  on  rather  with  disfavour. 

Oxford  City  Occupation  Centre. 

One  County  child  continues  to  attend  this  Centre  from  Gosford.

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AIR-RAID  PRECAUTIONS  ACT  1937.  ^ 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  this  Act  the  County  Council  had 
proceeded  with  the  preparation  of  a  County  Scheme  under  the  direction 
of  Lt.-Col.  Bartlett,  the  County  A.R.P.  Officer.  In  this  scheme  the 
County  was  divided  into  six  areas  and  much  work  of  a  preliminary 
nature  was  accomplished. 

Under  the  Act  the  six  areas  have  been  retained  for  administrative 
purposes  and  an  area  organiser  has  been  appointed  for  each,  working 
under  the  direction  of  Lt.-Col.  Bartlett,  the  Chief  A.R.P.  Officer  for 
the  County.  Each  area  has  its  own  committee  and  sends  representa¬ 
tives  to  serve  upon  the  County  A.R.P.  Committee  which  is  the  co¬ 
ordinating  body.

The  question  of  Casualty  Clearing  Stations  is  at  present  held  up 
pending  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Full  information  of 
present  hospital  accommodation  and  possible  hospital  extension  in 
connection  with  County  Council  Institutions  has  been  supplied  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  by  the  Public  Assistance  Officer  and  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  Report  of  the  County  A.R.P. 
Officer: — 

“  The  six  Area  Organisers  have  established  their  offices  in  their 
respective  areas,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made. 

The  total  number  of  volunteers  enrolled  for  all  services  up  to  the  end 
end  of  June,  1938  is  2,836  (1,741  men,  1,095  women).  The  estimated 
minimum  number  required  for  the  County  is  approximately  6,000 
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(3,800^Rn  and  2,200  women).  Air  Wardens  to  the  number  of  1,240 
(1,049  men  and  191  women)  have  been  enrolled,  of  these  440  men  were 
fully  trained,  and  392  undergoing  training  on  the  30th  June,  1938. 
Local  Respirator  Stores  for  Civilian  Respirators  are  being  established 
in  the  six  areas. 

The  classes  for  Anti-Gas  training  have  been  carried  out  continually 
to  the  full  capacity  of  the  instructors  available.  As  the  number  of 
instructors  available  was  not  sufficient  to  deal  with  all  the  volunteers, 
and  as  it  was  considered  essential  that  the  majority  of  A.R.P.  volun¬ 
teers  should  have  a  knowledge  of  First-Aid  as  apart  from  Anti-Gas 
training,  classes  on  First-Aid  have  been  arranged  and  are  going  on 
under  the  auspices  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  and  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society.
